Davis on state committee sees 


A Boyne City resident who heads a 
state committee is considering a move 
which would place his panel in the 
forefront of federal recreational fund- 
ing in Michigan. 

Mike Davis, director of Charlevoix 
County's Youth Activities Program, 
says he and several other members of 
the Governor’s Recreation Advisory 
Committee would like to see more 
“citizen input’’ in the allocation of 
such funds. Davis co-chairs the panel, 
which he joined in November 1981 
upon his appointment by Gov. Wil- 
liam Milliken. 

Funds received by the state Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources from the 
Federal Land and Water Conservation 
Fund are earmarked for the aquisi- 
tion and development of outdoor rec- 
reation projects. This year, Davis says 
Michigan received just over $3 million 
from the fund. 

A panel of DNR officials presently 
decides how the Federal Funds are 
spent by approving requests for 
matching grants made by local and 
county governments. The matching 
grant requires the applying govern- 
ment to finance half of the projects 
costs. 

Davis says his committee will ex- 
plore the possibilities of being a 
voluntary replacement for the DNR 
selection panel. Authorizing such a

change, Davis says, would require tne 
approval of the U.S. Department of 
the Interior, which allocates the funds 
to states, 

While the 15-member advisory 
committee has no statuatory power, it 
has served as a source of informa- 
tion on statewide recreation concerns 
to the governor, state legislators, and 
DNR officials. The committee collects 
findings, receiving testimony from 
private recreation industry and inter- 
act groups. 

“We have to have public input if 
the government is to be responsible 
for public recreation,’’ Davis says. 

While the panel has two members 
from the Upper Peninsula, Davis 
considers himself ‘‘sort of a token 
northern Michigander on the commit- 
tee. The panel meets periodically in 
Lansing, and Davis says the U.P. 
members can't attend regularly be- 
cause of the distance. 

The committee was _ originally 
formed in 1965 upon the Legislature's 
enactment of creating the DNR’s 
Recreation Services Division. The 
12-man division's primary duty is to 
provide technical advice to local gov- 
ernments in the planning and devel- 
opment of recreation projects. 

The division’s staff also meets with 
local officials to: give them guidance 
in applying for matching grants. In

Sweet said in a phone interview 
that she has not been empowered to 


order for a local government or 
interest group to receive funds from 
the Land and Water Conservation 
Fund a plan of the project must be 
submitted to the DNR, 

This occurred in 1978 when Boyne 
City successfully sought a matching 
grant to build tennis courts and a well 
at Rotary Park. 

As both a county official and as 
state level advisor, Davis would be 
on both the giving and the receiving 
ends of the matching grant if the 
panel becomes the state authority of 
the funds. But Davis says he can 
avoid a conflict of interest. 

“I hope my presence on the 
committee will benefit Charlevoix 
County, but I cannot really be pro- 
vincial,'’ Davis says. ‘‘The committee 
works together as a team. If we all 
demanded funds for our own areas, 
nothing would get done."’ 

However Davis says he can help 
stimulate federal funds to flow into 
the county by offering his expertise to 
gtant-seeking government or interest 
groups. Because of his knowledge of 
the grant he says he can increase 
awareness Of its availability and help 
local units in developing project 
plans. 

Because the Land and Water Con- 
servation Fund is derived from royal- 
ties paid by companies involved in

co-ordinate resources to address 
those needs, especially the unem- 
ployed. 

Bill Knapp, Community Services 
Representative, said that the unem- 
ployment rate in Charlevoix County 
has been at 21 percent in the past and 
they would like to see it lower with 
the help of this program. 

“There is an obvious need to find 
jobs, particularly for families whose 
primary breadwinner has been laid 
off from a skilled job. Many of them 
have years of experience but can’t 
seem to find another employer," 
Knapp said. 

Members of the advisory commit- 
tee that agreed to run this program 
include chairperson Sheri Rhoads, 


Vice-chairperson Laura Eggers, Pas- 
tor Gary E. Russell, Irene Brannon, 
and Ken and Kathy West.

sign checks for city business. Staff 
member Glendora Murphy, as book- 
keeper, was already empowered to 
write and sign checks, but Sweet and 
Cihak have been temporarily author- 
ized to sign with Murphy for the 
transfer of large funds. 

The council is looking for additional 
help in the office as deputy-clerk 
Gwen Frank resigned for personal 
reasons 24 hours after Mortis was 
temoved from her position. City 
superintendent Mike Dionne, who is 
interviewing prospects, said the job 
would probably be for two or three 
months. He said he didn’t know when 
a new clerk-treasurer would be hired, 
stressing that office help was the first 
priority. 

Sweet noted also that the possibil- 
ity of splitting the clerk-treasurer job 
and hiring two people instead would 
first have to be discussed by the 
council. 

Meantime the two remaining staff 
members, Murphy and Kathy Froy- 
saa afe carrying the load of typing 
and office business. 

At the special meeting of August 


30, Murphy and Froysaa, as well as. 


the deputy-clerk, were questioned at 
length by councilwoman Gigi Antoine 
about working conditions in the city 
hall office. Antoine, who is a member 
of the newly-formed personnel com- 
mittee, had, prior to the meeting, 
questioned the women on a one-to- 
one basis. When Fern Morris was 
asked if she wanted the meeting to go 
into closed session at that point, 
Morris answered, ‘‘No."’ 

Antoine then elicited a series of 
complaints from the women that 
Morris was ‘‘grouchy’’ to work with, 
listened in on phone calls, and on 
various occasions unlocked Dionne’s 
Office to refer to papers from his files. 

Morris responded this had been 
past practice. ‘'I’m sure each of us 
has gone down to that office, looking 
for things that were requested.” 

She also defended herself in regard 
to the accusation of listening on the 
phone, saying she was ‘'not pro- 
grammed yet’’ to use the ‘‘hold”’ 
button, and then has to listen to find 
if the party was cut off. 


Frank said, ‘‘I did speak to you 
about how the girls felt.. Remember 
the day...?” 

Dionne also noted he had called an 
office conference on achieving har- 
mony, which had helped to a degree. 

Part of Morris’ grouchiness, Frank 
said, was due to physical discomfort. 
Frank had reminded the others that 
Morris was going to a chiropractor as 
often as three times a week. 

Additional complaints were: that 
Morris spoke of the council in a 
derogatory way, saying once, ‘‘I try to 
tell them, and they won’t listen to 
me;’’ that she stood in Murphy’s 
way, putting off her going to study for 


a clerk-treasurer certification, that 


she shuffled papers while they did the 
work. 

Morris was given time to answer 
the complaints. She said the paper 
shuffling largely dealt with govern- 
ment forms and new legislation which 
took a lot of study. 

Referring to grumpiness, Mortis 
said, ‘‘Agreed we need more cooper- 
ation. The grumpiness comes when 
all of a sudden something happens | 
have no knowledge of... It’s probably 
my own fault, but I feel at times there 
is a sort of conspiracy. Nobody was 
asking me the things I do know 
about.’’ ‘ 

During a recess in the meeting, 
Antoine explained, in answer to a 
reporter’s question, that no one from 
the council had gone on a one-to- 
one basis with Morris. But, she said, 
the council and committee has ex- 
plained to her more than once (about 
the council’s directives on finance 
reports). Antoine said, ‘‘We felt we 
should not go to her personally, but 
as a council.”’ 

After the recess, Mary Herbon, one 
of the few residents attending the 
meeting, said, ‘' { didn’t think 
employees had to personally approve 
of their employees,’’ she said, and 
concluded with, ‘‘The employees 
didn’t bring up any tnalfeasance, so 
you don’t have anything to work 
with.” 

The meeting was mainly devoted to 
the clerk's office practices, with a 
seties of questions also from mayor 


Bili Merwin on Morris’ use of time. 

Also given was the report of Ron 
Agnello, Charlevoix CPA, hired to 
check Morris’ dealings with Michigan 
National Bank. It concluded no mal- 
feasance was involved. 

The investigation of Morris’ mort- 
gage joan had been ordered at the 
August 30 special meeting, when the 
council reprimanded Morris for fail- 
ing to provide figures on the city’s 
funds. 

Reviewing that ground again, Mer- 
win said he didn’t see why she didn’t 
tell council about the city’s funds at 
budget time. 

Merwin emphasized that one of her 
duties was to keep the council in- 
formed. Later, Frank contributed to 
the viewpoint, saying that Morris 
held back information, 

In a written statement, which she 
read in an occasionally trembling 
voice, Sweet said, ‘‘I hope you can 
understand our concerns. We defer- 
red to your expertise and sincerity.” 
She went on to say that council did 
not take its duty regarding money 
lightly, that Mortis had acted evasive- 
ly, 

Before the motion for dismissal was 
made, Morris said she couldn’t agree 
with everything said against her, 
“Perhaps I have been amiss in the 
past. I’m trying to do what you 
want.”’ She said she wished she could 
have been given the courtesy to have 
someone come talk one-on-one, 
“rather than gather it all up.’’ 

Ironically, the same week Mortis 
was dismissed, afnouncement was 
made that she had earned Certified 
Municipal Finance Administrator cte- 
dential. 

The motion for dismissal, made by 
Antoine was for ‘‘(1) Blatant and 
deliberate failure to follow direc- 
tives of council, and (2) for not having 
the ability to run her office in an 
efficient and congenial manner.’’ 

Merwin asked for a vote immedi- 
ately following the motion and its 
support, but councilman Al Joseph 
asked for discussion. 

_His was the ‘‘nay’’ vote in the 
approval of the motion to dismiss 
Morris.

offshore mineral drilling, Davis points 
out that there is no loss of tax dollars 


» from Michigan in financing the fund. 


But Davis would like to see a large 
proportion of the fund flow to the 
state. This year, he says Michigan 
received a set percent of the total 
funds allocated by the Department of 
the Interior. '‘Everybody was upset, 
but we had to live with it,’’ Davis 
recalls. 

The DNR’s Recreation Services 
Division had a technical staff of 11 in 
1981, but the state’s budget crisis the 
following year cut the staff to six. 
Davis is often called upon to assist 
grant applicants in northwest Michi- 
gan because of the division's limi- 
tations. 

Davis considers it crucial for north- 
ern Michigan communities to apply 
for as much recreation funding as 
possible. He sees recreational facil- 
ities as a crucial factor in spurring the 
tegion's primary industry—tourism. 

“Charlevoix County is kind of in 
the hub of tourism in Michigan,” 
Davis said, because northwest Michi- 
gan has a relatively low property tax 
base compared to other state regions, 
Davis says it will take more than local 
tax revenues to build more tourist- 
aimed public facilities. 

‘I’m on the committee for a 
reason—that’s to show other mem-

No effort was made to persuade 
people, ‘‘because we wanted the 
facts,’’ he explained. 

Of those polled, 267 said the city 
should keep the park, eight voted not 
to keep it, seven said it should be sold 
with the aid of the Kammer fund 
which supports purchases of land for 


recreation purposes. Six had no opin- 
ion, 

Spence siad they unfortunately 
picked a night when many were not 
home, because two churches were 
sponsoring dinners. The results, nev- 
ertheless, wete sufficiently convinc- 
ing he said, to encourage the Friends 
to. work for some means of securing 
the park from future councils’ making 
sale proposals. 

“‘We don't want to get into any 
conflict with the council,"’ he empha- 
sized. The Friends are looking toward 
the possibility of having an authority 
set up, a legal agency, which would 
operate the public facility. With such 
an arrangement, the city would not 
have the concern of operation, Spence
